Tiie United States revenue cutter Harriet 
Lane, which whs transferred t» the i avy list tall 
and seat on the expedition to Paraguay, arrived 
at Quai amine last evening, and fteim.d t.i the 
N»vj Yard this monliagj ahere she now lies an- 
chored in the stream. 

The Harriet l.ane brings the first official copv 
of the treaty with Lopei which has reiched tins 
country. A copv had heen forwarded liy an Bag- 
lish steamer, but did not arriie in Knglaiid iU 
time lor the last European steamer. The sub- 
stance of the treatv we have already given, m the 
new. brought by the brig Anna Wellington, and 
in Commissioner Bowlin's letter to President 
Huclimnn. The Water- Witch went up to r..it 
Itapirn, an I was there saluted by the guns which 
owe fire I upon her. 

It is an interesting instance of Lopez s magna- 
nimity, that although Mr. Bowjin only demanded 
$.'•,0(0 lor the t'ainilv of Sain'l Cliar.ey killed at 
Fort Itaoiru, Ue voluntai ilv iucrcsed the amount 
to $10,000. 

Lieutenant Comraaiidiii2 Renshaw, Lite of the 
l>r';g H liubndsie. returned In the II irriet L ine, on 
account of ill health, and is bearer of dispatches 
to Washington. The treaty will therefore reach 
that, ciiv to-day. 

The Harriet Line brim dates from Mortevuleo 
to the 13th of March. On the I Itu, the United 
States frigate St. Lawrence sailed. 

The following vessels would sail from Montevi- 
deo for llie United States as soon as they could be 
prepared lor sea, and the entire squadron, it was 
supposed, would be on their way home by the 1st 
of April: Frigi'e Sabine, (flagship,) Commodore 
Sliubrioki with Judge Howlm on bond; sloop Fal- 
mouth aloof) Treble, steamers Atlanta, Memphis, 
Caledonia, Southern Star, Fulton. Water Witch, 
W. W, Unpin, and storesiiip Supply. 

The eta comet had been condemned as unsea 
WOr)h«, and would remain at M ntev'nleo till or- 
ders were received Iroin Washington ill regard to 
fear. 

The following vessels will remain on the llra/.il 
station under the comm mil of Charles Steadman, 
vix: Brigs Dolphin, Uainbridge, and i'eiry. The 
Btoreship Release will remain un the station for a 
few uijiith s. 

The Harriet Lane brings from Pernimbuco five 
of the mutineers of the crew ol the baik eath- 
er Gage, who are sent home for trial. 

NARRATIVE OP THE CRt'lSK. 

The following narrative of the cruise of the 
Harriet Line Is gathered from conversations with 
her o.li.-prs, and others on board: 

The. Harriet Line, a handsome new steamer, 
built by W. H. Webb, ol this city, lor the reve- 
nue service, alter having beer, transferred to the 
Navv Department, sailed Irom New York, on 
her first cruise, on the 9ih day of October, and 
arrived at li irbadoes in nine days. Alter coaling, 
she left Birbadots lor Pernamhuco, but oil 
Cape San Roque, her coal (which was of very 
baa QtmHtT) give out, an I she was compelled to 
put i I to M iranh.tm, under s iil. She sailed ad 
mirablj, making the distance — nine hundred 
miles— in a little over four days. 

While at Maranham they were visited by the 
Viceroy" , and complimentary salutes were ex- 
chingeil The President, Don Jose Paruagua, is 
described as a tall, tine looking, soldierly man. 
about thirty or thirty-live years of age, abound 
ing in StvuiMi politeness. He drank a glass of 
cliampagnc on board to the success o! the expe- 
dition. 

Leaving Maranham, the Harriet Lane pro 
ceeded to Pernambneo, where she to.md the 
Water-Witch and Fulton. After coaling, she 
started for St. Catharine's and the second day out 
broke a crank-pin, and was compelled to put in at 
Rio Janeiro lor repairs, which detained her ten 
davs. While lying at Rio, some of the officers 
visited the opera, and there saw the Emperor and 
Empress, The Emperor wore no ribbons or de- 
c iralions, but was plai dy dressed in a black suit. 
His box at the theater was not at all ornamented. 
As soon as he came in, every man in the theater 
rose and uncovered. The monarch bowed with 
a Mealed smile, and the people were seated again. 
He is said to be exceedingly friendly to Ameri- 
c ins, but not at all fond of the English. The 
Empress is a very rotund, plump, and pleasant- 
lookin-.' ladv. Tiie opera was // Trunnion , an I 
the prima donna Madame Kmily Lagrnia.a great 
lav irite ol tiie Emperor, who remained to the 
last, and paid great attention. The singing, 
however, did not impress the Americans very 
favorably. 

'I he Harriet Lane next proceeded to Montevi- 
deo, where she arrived about the 19th of lb in- 

ber, and found the Hag-ship St. Lawrence. Com 
modore French Forrest, and the Sabiue, which 
had arrived the day before. 

On the 3d of December, the fleet commenced 
Hceodillg the Rio de la Plata and the Parana. 
The fleet consisteil ol the Fulton, with Commis- 
sioner Howlin.the Water- Witch, the Perry, the 
Dolphin, the Baiubridge, and the Harriet Lane. 
Thev pioceeded to Rosario and there Coaled. 
The Harriet Lane then took the Dolphin and 
Bainbttdge in tow, and the Fulton followed. 
They were obliged to anchor at night, the river 
being so iiii;!i that the pilots could nut keep the 
channel. Near La Pa* thev learned that the 
Fulton was hard aground below, and the ll.ur.et 
L ine returned to get her oil". 

Urquiz i left RoMlio the day the Harriet Lane 
was f ere, and went up to the Asuncion in one ol 
the liver passenger steamers aliea.l of the licet. 
The only steamer which p issed the Fulton while 
she was aground wsi the French steamer Bison. 

The fleet then proceeded w thout further trouble 
to Comeutes. There the Commodore left the 
fleet in command ot Capt. Charles Steadman, and 
proceeded with Commodore B iwlin in the Fulton 
alone to Asuncion, where they met with Urquiza, 
and the negotiation, wire commenced. 

Some time after a ve.-°el cams down with the 
news that the treaty had been sigued, altiiough 
it had been delayed some days on account ol the 
death ot Bishop Lopez, a brother of the Presi- 
dent. 

A few days after that Orqaisa himself came 
d wn in the Paraguayan war-steamer Tacuaii, 
and confirmed the news that a settlement had 
been effected. 

The next day he gave a grand reception to the 
American officers m the CoMieotea Senate Cham 
ber. Uiqiu/.a delivered (by proxy) a eoarratuia- 
t. ry and couip i neiitary speech in 8pani<b t and 
dpt. Steadman rep lie 3 It was on the otli of 
Feb uary, the anniversary ol some great South 
American battle. 

The display was magnificent, and was followed 
by a review of troops and a -{rand 7V Oeitm in 
the cathedral, which all the official* attended. 

A day or two alter, the Water Witch went lip 
to Fort liapiru to be saluted, in pu'-su iii' e of the 

treaty, an i soon after the Commodore came down 

iium Asuncion and the whole fleet left. 

The stiiy at Corrientes was very pleasant. 
The officials on shore gave a grand ball, to which 
all the American officers' were invited, and the 
Officer) retur cd the compliment by a ball on 
board the Harriet Lane. The night before the 
fleet left, the Con- e tcs p opla gave iiuolher 
grattd bail of sarpsestng magnificence. 

The olliccrs parted from these beautiful South 
American lenoritai with regret, but were not 
sorry to get rid of the long-hilled in '-quitoes 

The II irriet Lane stopped first at Montevideo 
on the l'2th ol March; arrived in Montevideo in 
nine days; remained there five days; reached 
B irbadoes in nine dais more, and sailed for this 
port a week ago hart Monday, 

The weather was pleasant on the return voyage, 
with one exception — a violent gale which sprung 
up last Sunday, and lasted forty-eight hours. 
Some of the time, with twenty-lour pounds of 
steam, they were barely able to turn the wheels; 
but the sea qualities of the little steamer are 
highly eulogized 

The officers are of opinion that if peace had 
not been concluded Paraguay would have given 
them a world of trouble. Lopez had an army of 
abo"t 30,000 men, with plenty of arms and am- 
munition- The South American sol Jiers ore not 
tall, but they are powerful, siuewv fellows, fed on 
jerked beef, sallow and hardy. ' Their cavalry are 
the best riders in the world, awl a troop of them 
will make nothing of swimming a river a mile in 
w : ' «...

Military Schools. 

We have received a catalogue and circular 
from the Kentucky Military In-titiite, under the 
superintendence of Colonel E. W.Morgan. A 
glance at these has induced us. to m ike some re 
marks upon the subject of military schools. 

We I ave cti special reference here to our N i- 
tional Military Academy, whose importance and 
value ate now too we. I known to require any de- 
fense, or ev en commendation from us. The sci 
ence and skill ol our West Point ollicers have 
been a wall of defense to our country, cheaply 
purchased at the expense of their education. 
This was abundantly shown in the Mexican war, 
when so many cadi ts, who were engaged in the 
various duties of private citizens, hurried to the 
defense of the flag i ntler which they had been 
Iran. ed, and showed how promptly they could 
make the attainments of their youth available in 
the field. 

The military schools to which we refer are 
those where the daily drill and the promptness, 
the punctuality and order of military duty, are 
added to the usual collegiate course of study, 
and where, foin "reveille," which introduces, to 
"taps," »hicli closes the day, all moves on with 
the clock work pr cisioti ot the camp. 

We do not wish to make comparisons between 
the.se schools and those of the ordinary charac- 
ter, but it may interest our readers to know that 
such institutions are in succe.-slul operation, and 
to understand what, ia the opinion of their 
friends, their advantages are. W'e piesent it as 
a matter of information, Laving decisions to 
others. 

Fust, it is claimed that they are superior edu- 
cators ol the physical man. There is and Oft bt* 
eoly a growing conviction that physical (duc.v 
tioi: has been greatly nc.lccted in the training of 
the young, and it is beyond dispute that thous- 
ands have been mule Invalids for life by an 
undue stimulus of the brain, while those physical 
powers, by which alone the healthy action of the 
Imin can be maintained, have been entirely over* 
looked* and we think that those who have seen 
the erect, robust, well-developed powers of the 
cadets ol these various acliooU, would agree tout 
much lias been gained in this respect over the or- 
dinary habits ol the students, espec ally in our 
higher seminaries. The military drill is not only 
adapted in itscll to give muscular power and 
grace of movement, but the perfect regularity of 
the exercise secures the desired result. 

To the usual College course, including the clas- 
sics, is added a somewhat severer training in the 
higher mathematical studies, and a prominence 
is given to mechanics and engineering that fi s 
the student lor practical life as well us for a pro 
fessinn. 

We think that about ten of these schools are 
scattered through the Southern Stales, and it is 
claimed by their friends that in a silent but verv 
effectual manner they are not only preparing 
hundreds of young men for every duty of the 
citizen in peace, by giving them sound bodies to 
support intellectual effort, but that in time ol war 
they will be found thoroughly educated an I dis- 
ciplined officers, ready to supply the exact want 
of the country. 

If our literary institutions are better fitted to 
prepare young men for the professions, a point 
which admits of doubt, it is t at le tst worthy of con 
sideration whether these schools do not meet the 
public want in another respect, in preparing ro 
bust and high'y edncaled men for the higher 
walks of pract cat life — lor the departments of 
construction and engineering, as well its for the 
coo. mou defense when the hour of need shall 
come.
